The four eouncilmen present— 
Mayor Ed Culver was absent —• more 
or less agreed that some type of 
bond Issue would be necessary in 
order to protect low areas from 
flooding, give residents smooth and 
safe streets, and provide plenty 
parking for downtown San Rafael. 
Councilmen Phillip Brown, Homer 
Wood and Charles Aby agreed that 
streets and drainage probably are 
more important than parking and 
probably should be cleared up first. 
Councilman Harry Albert indicat- 
^ he thought parking was at least 
as impcoiant as the others and 
should be considered with them. 
With regard to drainage, the city 
has its program pretty well out­ 
lined in the Jenks report of early 
this year, with one small addition 
suggested by City Manager Ray 
B ^e: 
Their street improvement pro­ 
gram, underway for the past several 
y^ars, has a couple more years to 
go. Further street plans are con­ 
tained in the master street and 
parking plan received last fall. 
Very rough estimates, the council 
membbrs emphasized, place the 
cost of these projects at several hun­ 
dred thousand dollars —half a mil­ 
lion dollars, more or less. No def­ 
inite figures were available. 
The first three-lot parking plan, 
suggested by the city planning com­ 
mission, may cost another few hun­ 
dred thousand. 
Financing, of course, is the major 
difficulty facing ¿he council in its 
improvement plans. 
Dr. Aby reported on a meeting 
held last week at which a firm of 
financial experts outlined possible 
financing methods to the city plan­ 
ning commission. He suggested' that 
the city council also meet with them. 
The experts Indicated, Aby said, 
tbat the dty may not have to add 
any money to its tax rate to finance 
a program up to about $600,000. 
Certain types of bonds, backed by 
present city revenues could be issued, 
for street and drainage work and 
the parking could be financed by 
parking meter revenues. 
In the way of decisions last night 
the four members agreed that the 
first step to be taken Is that of fig- 
uring'just how much money is need­ 
ed. for these projects. 
Engineers can make estimates for 
the street and drainage work, but

With 25 other prominent Call 
fornlana Austin was a guest of the 
Ifgvp department on a naval cadet 
••orientation cruise,’* leaving for the 
east on Monday and returning 
Thursday night. 
Others in the party Included LI 
0<rv. Goodwin J. Knight, Dr. James 
H. Corley, vice president of the Uni­ 
versity of California, Brutus Ham­ 
ilton, director of athletics at the 
university, Dr. T. W. McQuarrie, 
president, San Jose State college, 
AUan W: Johnson, dean of men, San 
Francisco State college. Dr. A. E. 
Joyal, president, Fresno State col­ 
lege, Dr. Floyd P. Bailey, president, 
Sante Rosa Junior coUege, and 
othv offtcials of educational and 
Industrial institutions of the state. 
Every phase of cadet training at 
the navkl air station was opened 
for observation by the group and 
Austin reports, a surprising series of 
dhibtts In the '’survival museum,** 
designed to prepare flyers to meet 
haiards In Arctic and tropical ell- 
matec. Lifelike representations of 
scenes likely to be encountered by 
grounded airmen in extreme sltli»- 
tlons are shown in the museum lo«- 
gether with graphie suggestkma of 
the best ways of meeting the situa­ 
tions that are presented.

It takes' 18 months to complete 
the training of a naval cadet for 
his commission. The Navy estimates 
the cost as I34A40 for the aircraft 
used, $4,260 for compensation of the 
student, $3,000 for instractof com­ 
pensation, $26,22(f for station sup­ 
port and $1,680 for ship stpport, 
making a total expenditure per 
cadet of $60,000. Half the cost Is 
for hasle and half for advanced 
training. 
Austin and the other guesta were 
taken aboard the aircraft carrier 
Monterey, on which there were 12 
training airplanes and 24 cadets. 
50 miles off the coast into the Gulf 
of Mexico, Given freedom of the 
ship, they had the chance to ob­ 
serve everything and to ask ques­ 
tions of the olñcers aboard. For 
some of the cadets this was the first 
time they had taken off from and 
landed again on the deck of the car- 
Tler.' 
When operations were under way, 
planes were landing on ther Monte­ 
rey at intervals of 15 seoozids with 
the ship traveling at 12 knots in a 
'modsrately heavy wind so that 
planes landed at a speed of 60 miles 
an hour.

president of the Redwood Empire 
association supervisors* unit, spon- 
•or of the conference. 
Simultaneously it was announced 
that members of, the boards 
supervisors of five Shoreline Migh- 
way counties — San Francisco, 
Marin, Sonoma, Mendocino and 
Humboldt — will 'be invited to con- , 
vene the same day and place, im 
mediately upon adjournment of the 
traffic conference, which will begm 
at 0:30 aJD. in the Ukiah Grange 
ball. 
Both sessions were postponed from 
December 4 by Bagshaw because of 
adverse storm conditions in various 
counties. 
As previously announced, the traf­ 
fic conference will concentrate on 
establishing procedures which will 
eventuate in elimination of traffic 
hazards and deathtraps on the Red 
wood Empire system of highways. 
Several hundred leaders are ex­ 
pected to attend, representing every 
type and classification of Interest, 
public and private, concerned with 
highway traffic. 
Based on reeommendations of the 
Redwood Empire and Shoreline 
Highway associations. Sen. A. W. 
Way, present of SHA, will propose 
to the |Ive*countle8 supervisors 
meeting that a Joint highway dis- 


tion manager pointed out the Bay 
Area and most of northern Callior- 
nla is unique in being the only sec­ 
tion of the cotuitry which produces 
redwood trees in any great number.

As an example of the needs for 
these funds Edmondson surprised 
Rctarians with the report, “Marin 
is now $25,250,000 deficient in funds

It was not 
fair to expect people living in the 
area, or' even in all of Califomia, to 
shoulder the burden of maintaining 
these roads when they were being 
used for national defense. 
Edmondson explained once the 
dec:l5ioa. Is .made to .include sta.te 
and county roads as federal access 
roads thO' .sec.retary i>f defense wil.l 
allocate funds fo^ work. 
“But,” he added, "we’re pretty 
sure of getting some help because 
the funds are necessary to both 
national de.fe.nse and public safety.”

Is it aninml, vegetable or mineral? 
The old game of twenty Questions 
la up against , some tough sledding 
in the new fabrics that are on the 
market today. A generation ago the 
answers were simple. Most fabrics 
were either cotton or linen (vege­ 
table) or wool or silk (animal). 
But now we have clothing, up­ 
holstery fabrics, automobile tops 
and tires, awnings and outdoor fur­ 
niture covers that are none of these. 
They are members of the vast new 
family of synthetics which are 
changing our way of life faster than 
we think. 
The woman who goes shopping in 
the new wonderland of miracle fab­ 
rics, with the purpose of getting 
the most for her shrinking dollar, 
needs to be fully informed as to 
the specific advantages of each. 
The man-made fibers are getting 
more and more wonderful—but they 
are arriving on the market so fast 
that most average shoppers are con­ 
fused as to which is which and why. 
Most women are familiar with the 
first of the synthetic fabrics, rayon.

When they 
first observe this disturbance, they 
shoiid take the child to the doctor 
at otce, sinbe the earlier treatment 
is sRrtéá the quicker a cure can 
be ferought about. 


uses one eye fof seeing, and the 
siglit in the other eye gradually 
becomes weaker. The longer the 
condition persists, the more diffi­ 
cult it is to' re-educate the child 
to use both eyes. If the cross-eye 
is neglected, the youngster may 
have dífñculty later in life in being 
able to see objects accurately. 
Cross-eye in a child may be due 
to a muscle weakness, to a disturb­ 
ance of the vision, or to some Injury 
to the brain which occurred at the. 
time of birth. Most youngsters who 
are cross-eyed, however, are far­ 
sighted.

Miny parents have the idea that j ticed after a child has had a severe 
nothing can be done for cross-eye 
until \he child Is older. Then, too, 
they ttiiak perhaps the eye may 
improvi by itself, but this is not 
true. 
When a child has cross-eye, he

illness. In these instances, it is likely 
that the illness only speeds up the 
development of the condition and 
is not the primary cause. 
A number of methods are used in 
the treatment of cross-eye. The 
doctor will decide just when glasses 
should be fitted to the eyes. Often 
this can be done when the chUd is 
only IS to li months old. m some 
cases, the condition can be aided, 
If not completely overcome, merely 
by blocking off the vision of the 
good eye by placing a pad over it* 
or by putting drops in the eye 
which dilates the pupil. 
What is known as orthoptle train­ 
ing is also useful since, by this 
training, the child often can be edu 
cated to use both eyes In looking 
at objects. However, the child must 
be three or four years of age before 
thfc kind of training can be success­ 
fully carried out. 
If these dtothods do not work, sur­ 
gical treatment may be required In 
certain cases as a last resort. 
The important thing is to recog­ 
nise cross-eye early and to take 
the youngs'ter to the physician 
promptly for treatment.

Acetate rayon, introduced shortly 
after the stock market crash of 
192t, Is a more luxurious fabric In

greater care in handling. A move Is 
now under way to require specific 
labeling of rayon fabrics as “vis­ 
cose** or “acetate** or a blend of 
both, for consumer guidance in cor­ 
rect cleaning and care of garments. 
NTCON 
Next and most sensational of the 
synthetic^ fibers was nylon, which 
was Introduced late In 1938 and 
since has revolutionized the stock­ 
ing and lingerie market. Because of 
its great strength and quick-drsdng 
properties, nylon has become a 
staple wardrobe item .in most' .Amer­ 
ican homes. Nylon stockings have re­ 
placed silk almost entirely, and most 
women have a wide range of nylon 
wearables, 
including 
nightgowns, 
slips, girdles, bras and blouses. 
Nylon was an instant and sensa­ 
tional market success, and the de­ 
mand for it still exceeds the supply. 
Its resistance to wear and its easy 
laundering endeared it to American 
women almost overnight. 
However, there were some points 
in which nylon was found lacking. 
Nylon curtains were found to shrink 
or stretch according to' weather' 'CO'B- 
ditions. It did not withstand ex­ 
posure to sunlight well. 
So the chemists got to work and 
produced a new fiber, Orion, which 


had many of nylon’s favorable char­ 
acteristics and in addition stood up 
under all kinds of adverse weather 
conditions. Orion has greater ab- 
sorbCTcy than nylon, a softer feel 
and is impervious to humidity 
changes. It is used for a great va­ 
riety of outdoor fabrics, one of the 
most important of which is automo­ 
bile tops. Orion Is said to be the 
first fabric used in an automobile 
top which will last for the life of the 
car.

Flags For New Americans, 
Symbolism And Meaning 


Uniied States Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath atood on a spcaker*s platlomi last 
April and declared to a large group of 
women: 
*‘Your patriotic activities with respect to new 
citizens are a matter of which I have personal 
knowledge . . . 
“Your society has been of immeasurable aid 
in making each citizen conscious of the great­ 
ness of his privilege of being an American 
citizen, as well as of his obligations and re- 
iponsibilities.as.such/* 
The organization being addressed by the 
tftomcy general was the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. This group of women, 
numbering some 170,000, cannot be matched 
by many organizations for the patriotic zeal, 
which is, indeed, its principal motivation. 
The DAR's principal contribution to the 
Americanization of forcign-born residents is its 
**Manual for Citizenship," a summary of Amer­ 
ican history and government plus information 
on how to become a citizen. The booklet 
has been distributed by the millions since it 
was first issued in 1920. It is published in 
18 languages. 
Last Wednesday in the Marin Superior court­ 
room of Judge Jordan L. Martinelli, a small 
but elated group of Marinites had an oppor­ 
tunity to see one of the symbolic activities 


of the DAR ti it affects these new citizens. 
The occasion was granting of naturaliza­ 
tion papen to a group 14 new citizens. Mn. 
J. Lee Chaille of San Anselmo, chairman of 
the Americanization committee of £1 Marinero 
(Marin) chapter of DAR, presented thrce-by- 
five foot American Oags to each of tliese 
new citizens-people who, a cursory examina­ 
tion of the list of names indicates—came from 
'most every part of the world. 
"VV^e wanted to impress upon the new citi­ 
zens," Mrs. Chaille explained, "not so much 
that they have accomplbhcd something, but 
that sometliing great has happened to them.** 
They were duly impressed. We have yet to 
meet a newly-naturalized American who does 
not feel that —as Mrs. Chaille puts it —that 
"something great has happened** to him. 
The DAR in Marin county—its El Mariní^o 
chapter is named for the Indian chief from 
whom the county itself is named—has gained 
stature in the three years since its organiza­ 
tion. Its membership# drawn largely from 
younger women of the county, has been active 
in many phases of community activity. 
A need has long existed for some kind of 
appropriate ceremony to welcome new Ameri­ 
cans. The DAR is an organization which is 
able to carry out such a ceremony in a mean- 
iogfiil way.

He Blew Bugle At Pearl Harbor 
Now Mixes Martinis In Manhattan 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASmNGTON (J?) — W h a t 
progress have we made as a people 
since the Japanese attacked us at 
Pearl Harbmr 10 years ago this 
month? 
* One thing stands out: We’ve 
reached maturity by assuming the 
responsibility of world leadership 
—through necessity, not through 
choice. We acted to save our own 
skins, first against fascism, later 
against communism. 
It meant abandoning an isola­ 
tionism which was valid only so 
long as the world was simpler 
than it is now. But the alternative 
was dear : 
IF WE REMAINED alpof our 
alMes would disapp^r under the 
heels of the enemy until we stood 
alone with 150,000,000. p e o p l e 
against 2,000,000,000. It would be 
a little difficult to stand alone 
long.Still, in assuming the leadership 
we solved no problem. We have 
only begun to tackle it. for we 
did not take over the captaincy 
of a vital and vigorous non-com­ 
munist world. At least half of it. 
western Europe, is exhausted. We 
must try'not only to breathe life 
into it but even the desire to live. 
We may fail, of course, and for 
various reasons: 
, 
The roots of decay — political, 
economic, and social—may oe so 
deep in us that ruin is inevitable 
anyway; or maybe our leadership 
has been too little or too late or 
too shoddy; 
UNTIL THE STORT Is finished 
we must operate on the opposite 
assumption: that communism is 
not progress but reaction, stumbl­ 
ing back to the middle ages, out 
of time and place and bound to 
die.At the end of World War I we 
could have accepted responsibility 
as a No. 1 power, which we were 
but didn’t understand, by joining 
the League of Nations. With our 
help, it might have kept the world 
steady. Without us. the league be­ 
came a joke for Hitter. 
Communism was only an eyesore 
then. It was fascism, not com­ 
munism, which became the ag­ 
gressive menace. 
THIS COUNTRY tortured it­ 
self between two central ideals. 
Should we become an active force 
on the side of free Europe, bol­ 


stering its will to resist fascism? 
Or should we retain our ^lendid 
Isolation, as Eome thou^t, turn­ 
ing our faces aside from the spec­ 
tacle GÍ agony and tyranny which 
lay ahead for those western Euro­ 
peans who were* our spiritual 
brothers? 
All Europe, except England, was 
gone before we really began to 
arm. In rearming we insisted upon • 
business-as-usual, an invitation to 
disaster whish overtook us 10 years 
ago this month at Pearl Harbor. 
Overnight we took leadership, 
night we took leadership. 
When victory came our allies 
climbed back out of the cellar of 
history. Together with them we 
created the United Nations. This 
time we joined. Our isolation 
seemed over. Not quite. 
WE DISARM, thinking Russia 
would be quiet. We were wrong in 
disarming and wrong about Rus­ 
sia. And we were slow in other 
things. 
‘ 
We didn’t get the big econcmlc * 
help fm* Europe, the Bdarshall 
Plan, underway until 1947. By then 
communism had taken ~ eastern 
Europe. 
It wasnt until the shock of 
Czechoslovakia — when the iron 
curtain clanged down over it in 
1948—that we set up a military 
alliance, the Atlantic treaty. 
There were still those who 
yearned to scamper back into iso­ 
lationism. They opposed the At­ 
lantic pact and they opposed arms 
for Europe. It was when we 
planned to put American troops in 
Europe, to show her we stood be­ 
side her in the flesh, that isola­ 
tionism made its strongest, and 
perhaps its last stand. 
THE CRY WENT UP —It was 
called the great debate—to keep 
our strength at home and turn 
ourselves into a fortress behind 
those two handsome ditches, the 
Atlantic and Pacific. The cry was 
rejected. 
Still, the shock of Korea in the 
summer of 1950 was needed to 
make this country realize time was 
running out and it had to arm 
faster. 
We’re still not rearming as fast 
as we could. We still like business- 
as-usual. Is this a repetition of 
the mistake before Pearl Harbor? 
We’ll find out* if there’s another 
Pearl Harbor.

What was the call he blew just 
before the Japanese struck in the 
greatest surprise American arms 
ever suffered? It was a summons 
to religl^ua service. 
”I had Jus t finished Mowinf 
^urch call that morning when it 
happened," said BUI O’Brien, 32, 
now a bartender at Morlarty’s 
Chop House on West Slst street 
BUI, who'later became a sergeant 
and a machine gun man in the 
fight-back Pacilic days, was only 
a private then. He recalls his 
bugle-blowing as only an episode 
that was personally less dangerous 
than later frontline service. 
HE GOT THE JOB only because 
as he says, some years before a 
retired army colonel passed around 
some free bugles among the kids 
in his neighborhood and he tested 
one until he could Mow the calls 
weU.

"As a bugler of the guard there 
in HawaU I had a 24-hour duty 
trick," he recaUed. "I blew taps the 
night before, then napped with 
friends nmnlng the guardhouse." 
He said he had become a bugler 


after he volunteered for It because 
there were too many men there 
without ehough equipment and "I 
got tired of knocking off the top 
of hills because there was nothing 
else to do .** 
8o, as Bill puts it, he warmed 
up his Upe again on the bugle. 
* ON THIS DECEMBER morning 
of international destiny it was the 
end half of his second day on 
bugle guard. He woke from his 
nap and was lucky to breakfast on 
two fried eggs. 
‘They were gold then,** he said. 
"Some guys got tip and ate them 
and went back to bed. I blew the 
four-note caU for attention, the 
gun boomed, the flag went up. 
"It was a beautiful sight. If 
there ever was a fort run right— 
that was it. It was a wonderful 
morning, fair and clear, and la 
Hawaii it is usually raining/It is 
fantastic now—when 1 think of 
that morning." 
After blowing reveille, his second 
lip job, O’Brien had nothing to do 
until 7 am .

AND FOB THE FIRST and last 
time in his life O’Brien stitched a 
brass alarm: 
"To arms, to arms; 
"Get your guns, get your guns, 
"Get your guns, 
"Get them from the stacks, 
“Get them from the racks.” * 
What happened after that is the 
sad story of Pearl Harbor. O’Brien's 
summary: 
“It seemed no sooner than I 
blew the call than everyone was 
there. But mention my colonel— 
Harold Muiler. I thought he was a 
fine soldier. He was cool. He kept 
his head. He didn’t get excited. He 
didn't have two fingers up his 
nose. And God knows I don’t love 
colonels.” 
That was the last time Bill 
O’Brien blew a bugle call in war. 
He kept the bugle i long time . . . 
even after the army promoted him 
from private to sergeant and made 
a machine gunner .he held on to 
the bugle because. "I Just didn’t 
want to give it back to the army— 
I felt it was mine.’*

AFTER IRAN, EGYPT? 
Suez Canal Gets More And 
More Important Every Day 
By HARRY FERGUSON 
United Press Foreign News Editor 
The Suez canal is only 100 miles 
long and not very deep, but day 
by day it is becoming more im­ 
portant to Great Britain than the 
Atlantic ocean. Almost every day 
the headlines tell of more blood­ 
shed oil* the banks of the narrow 
strip of water that makes an 
island out of Africa. 
Nobody in London or Cairo has 
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a solution to the problem, which 
can be stated this way: 
The 
British don’t intend to get out of 
the Suez canal zone and the 
Egyptians are not strong enohgh 
to throw them out. The result is 
that there have been a series of 
raids and riots which has built a 
wall of anger over which the 
diplomats can’t reach. 
FROM THE STANDPOINT of 
international law, the British are 
on firm ground. In 1936 they 
signed a treaty with Egypt which 
permitted them 
to police the 
canal zone for 20 years. This year 
—when the t r e a t y st i l l had 
five years to run — Egypt an­ 
nounced she was abrogating it. 
She ordered the British troops to 
depart. 
London, still smarting 
from the eviction of her oil tech­ 
nicians from Iran, decided that 
this was the time and place to 
make a stand and prove to the 
world that while the British lion 
may he.ve lost some of his teeth 
he still would resist if you twisted 
his tail too much. 
What caused Egypt to take this 
action was that the wave of re­ 
sentment against colonial powers 
that started immediately after 
World War II finally reached the 
Nile. Cairo’s timing probably seem­ 
ed excellent to the Egyptians: 
Britain was *in serious trouble on 
her home front and abroad. The 
little nation of Iran had Just 
demonstrated to the world that 
you could kick British citizens out 
of the country and not be struck 
by lightning. 
' 
BUT WHAT HAPPENED then 
was that the Egyptians became* 
much more excited than their 
government was about the whole 
thing. Crowds began roaming the 
streets of Cairo shouting "Blood 
for blood" and "Death to the 
British." As is the case in most 
Middle Eastern nations the people 
were pushing their rulers toward 
decisive acflon and if the nilcrs 
refused to be pushed, somebody 
else would b^in power next day. 
The Egyptian govemmoit does 
not have a large enough army to 
drivt British troops from the 
canal zone. So the people hivt

Copper Shortage May End 
With New Mines Projects

) —The copper 
attacked from 
NEW YORK (A*) — ; 
.shortage is being 
both ends. Users are learning how 
to stretch the present supply. And 
producers are planning to expand 
output—although it will be from 
two to five years before the new 
production helps much. 
A number of users report how 
new designs, new methods, and 
use of substitutes are helping them 
go on producing goods even though 
the amount of copper they may 
use is being curbed by the govern­ 
ment, which wants the avallabla 
supply to go into defense and 
allied industries. 
COPPER PRODUCERS resent 
the emi^asis on the use of sub­ 
stitutes, fearing the loss of markets 
after the present emergency is 
over. The primary c o p p e r pro­ 
ducers* Industry advisory commit­ 
tee tells the Natimial Productlcm 
Board there’s no chance of the 
p r e s e n t s h o r t a g e becoming 
permanent. 
The committee is particularly 
touchy about government plugging 
of aluminum as a substitute for 
copper. The copper men say tl^ t 
within two or t h r e e y e a r s 
aluminum is l i ve l y to be the 
scarcer of the two metals, because 
of the airbraft industry’s growing 
need for aluminum. 


SEVEN PROJECTS for expand- 
ing the output of copper are in 
i the planning stage, or better. Four 
of them have a government guar­ 
antee of price support for alt least 
part of their output--«ought and 
granted because of the high cost 
of mining these low-;grade ofes. A 
fifth project seeks this guaimntee. 
Four of them will be finanoed by 
the owners, and three count on 
loans from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 
The projects are: Phelps Dodge’s 
$200 million mine at Blsbet, Ariz; 
American Smelting dr Refining 
Co.’s tl7 million project at Sil­ 
ver Bell, Ariz; Magma Copper 
Corp.’s 175 million plant In Ari­ 
zona; Anaconda’s $33 million Lyon 
county, Nevada,, project; Kenne- 
cott’s $14 million mine at Ruth, 
Nev.; White Pine Copper Co.’i 
project in Michigp, with ^ e aid 
of a $57 million RFC looii; and 
another ore body (name and site 
still undisclosed) which is seeking 
a $76 million RFC loan. 
IT WILL TAKE from two to 
five years, however, for these new 
mines to get into full production. 
In the meantime, copper users 
have been hard at wm'k saving 
copper and learning to make more 
goods' from the amount ofxopper 
they can get.
